Asserting that the task was 
being 82 ahead of time, 
Vishinsky said that was shown in 

the enormous Russian success in 
science and technology. 

“It is sufficient to recall the 
fact that mastery of the secret 
of atomic energy led to Russian 
possession not only of atomic en- 
ergy but also of the atomic bomb,” 
Vishinsky said. 

“This is not only a _ gigantic 
success for the Soviet state but 
a gigantic blow to imperialist war 
mongers who have been compelled 
to moderate their tone and com- 
fort themselves more carefully in 
international relations. 

“In a period of all kinds of de- 
valuations, the Soviet Union has 
accomplished the most important 
devaluation — the devaluation of 
the atomic bomb.” 


YUGOSLAVIA WARNS

Churchill Tells of F. D. R. Pledge 


To Help Win War By All Means 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3 (AP). 


INSTON CHURCHILL says Franklin D. Roosevelt promised, 11 
months before Pearl Harbor, to help Britain win the war “at 


all costs afid by all means.” 


In the latest installment of his 
war memoirs, Churchill quotes 


Harry Hopkins as telling him 


when they first met in England 
on Jan. 11, 1941: 

“The President is determined 
that we shall win the war to- 
gether. ... He has sent me here to 
tell you that at all costs and by all 
means he will carry you through, 
no matter what happens to him.” 

By the spring of that year, with 
the passage of the lend-lease bill, 
Britain’s war leader says the Unit- 
ed States was moving ever nearer 
to war, and Roosevelt's powerful

New Offensives in Germany, Hungary, 
Finland, Bulgaria, China, Japan, Indochina 
and Iran — May Be Seeking Weakness. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. 


HE Russians launched a new world-wide political warfare cam- 

paign against the United States, several signs seemed to indi- 

cate here today. Moscow is pressing fresh and increasingly 
tough political offensives against American interests and positions 
in eight countries in Europe and Asia, a survey of the world po- 
litical situation reveals—in Germany, Hungary, Finland, Bulgaria, 
China, Japan, Indochina and Iran. 


At the same time, the Kremlin 
is trying to paralyze the United 
Nations by refusing to take part 
in any deliberations where 
Chinese Nationalist representa- 
tives are present. 


As part of their campaign, the 
Russians are trying to split the 
Western Allies and deal with each 
of them separately. 

The Kremlin’s aggressiveness 
could be part of a plan for seizing 
the most favorable possible bar- 
gaining positions, to be followed 
by a new surprise “peace offen- 
sive.” On the other hand, it might 
be primarily a reconnaissance in 
force intended to test the strength 
of American resistance at vari- 
ous points, to be followed by an 
attempted break-through wher- 
ever weakness might be found. 

Whatever the purpose, however, 
it seems clear that the R 
are up to something special. The 
signs of it are too numerous to 
be mere coincidence.

This violated the Fin- 
nish treaty and the Russian-Fin- 
nish treaty of friendship of 1948, 
Gromyko declared, and he threat- 
ened reprisals unless Helsinki 
handed the “war crimMals” over 
to Moscow. 

At the same time, Pravda at- 
tacked Finnish President Juho K. 
Paasikivi as “never a true sup 
porter of improvement in Russiar- 
Finnish relations.” 

The Kremlin’s purpose presum- 
ably was to frighten the Finns 
into electing Russia’s preferred 
candidate for the presidency, for- 
mer Prime Minister Mauno Pek- 
kala, of the Communist-led Popu- 
lar Democratic party.
